In addition, the Applicant requests, that the Commission regulate its local telecommunications
services in accordance with the principles and procedures established for flexible regulation in Order No. 1998-165 in
Docket No. 1997-467-C. The Applicant also requests that pursuant to S.C. Code Ann. 858-9-585, that the Commission
regulate its long distance business service, consumer card, and operator service offerings in accordance with the principles
and procedures established for alternative regulation in Order Nos. 1995-1734 and 1996-55 in Docket No. 1995-661-C, as
modified by Order No. 2001-997 in Docket No. 2000-407-C. EnTelegent initially proposes to provide local service using
unbundled network combinations available from BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. d/b/a AT&T South Carolina and via
resold services.
